RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Office Action dated September 18, 2002 (Paper No. 5), and 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.111, applicants submit the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and further examination in view of 
the following remarks. 

Claims 33-45 and 52-55 are pending in this application. 
Restriction Requirement 

In Paper No. 5, the Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to one of 

two groups as follows: 

Group I - Claims 33-45 and 52-55, drawn to methods of administering 
protein; 

Group II - Claims 38-45, drawn to methods of administering nucleic acids 
(Paper No. 5, p. 2) 
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Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute without traverse, Group 1 , claims 33- 
45 and 52-55, drawn to methods of administering protein. 

The Examiner has further required an election of species between: (a) 
hematopoietic cells, (b) NK cells, or (c) dendritic cells. Applicants elect without traverse: 
(c) dendtritic cells. Nevertheless, applicants understand that once a generic claim is 
allowed, the Office will consider claims directed to other allegedly independent species 
that depend from the allowed claims. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing remarks, applicants respectfully request the examination 
on the merits of this application and the timely allowance of the pending claims.
